<L.B>—The toll of dead in the Maybach 
m ine disaster — 
second in G erm any 
w ithin a week 
was increased today 
to f6, with five missing m en believed 
dead in the wreckage. 
Engineers 
reported 
the 
explosion 
occurred in a little-used gallery 1,800 
feet underground where an electric 
sp ark probably ignited coal dust. The 
spark m ight have been caused by a 
pick axe or a hand-car brake, they 
said. 
Mine officials denied rum ors 
th a t gasoline had been found in 
u 
place indicating a crim inal act. 
The victims probably will be but ied 
in a com m on grave on W ednesday. 


F riedrichstahl, G erm any, Oct. 27. 
fl’JR)- The death toll in the explosion 
which wrecked the Maybach coal mine 
n ea r here S aturday stood at 93 today. 
Six men still were m issing after 84 
bodies had been recovered and three 
injured m iners had died in a hospital. 
Slight hope was held for 17 of the 
o th e r 23 m iners injured in the blast. 
T he explosion was the second disas­ 
te r in G erm an mines w ithin less than 
a week. 
The Wilhelm pit of the Anna 
m ine at Alsdorf was w recked by a 
blast which killed 262 m iners on Oct 
21. 
Rescue parties described horrifying 
scenes 
within 
the 
M aybach 
mine. 
Bodies were throw n into heaps by the 
blast and m any of them were rend­ 
ered 
unrecognizable. 
Fire added to 
th e horror of the catastrophe. Search­ 
ers 
groping 
through 
the 
w reckage 
heard feeble cries of "Comrades, save 
me," 
and 
discovered 
three 
m iners 
still alive, b u t terribly disfigured. 
Officials of the m ine credited the 
quick action of Chief Belian prevent­ 
ing a larger num ber of casualties. He 
descended the mine sh aft alone and 
succeeded In partially preventing the 
spread of the fire until assistance a r ­ 
rived. 
No official explanation for the blast 
h as been determ ined.

H a rry P ayne W hitney, one of the 
richest men in America, was the son 
of William C. W hitney, secretary of

of 
President 
Grover Cleveland, and Flora P ayne 
Whitney. 
He was born April 29, 1872, 
in New’ York. 
He attended Yale Uni­ 
versity, from which institution he was 
graduated in 1894. 
Although 
he 
inherited 
from 
his 
father one of the country’s greatest 
fortunes 
estim ated at $200,000,000 — 
W hitney was known particularly for 
his activities in the field of sports 
He was an expert poloist, a m em ­ 
ber of the “Big F o u r” of 
1909 
th a t 
brought to Am erica from E ngland the 
international polo cup and established 
the reputation of the United States in 
th a t sport. 
He was one of the few 
players in polo history to 
hold 
the 
m axim um handicap to ten goals. 
W hitney also m aintained a big stable 
of rarin g thoroughbreds which won at 
various tim es the Pimlico, Preakness, 
the K entucky Derby and other im por­ 
ta n t races. 
His m ost noted horses 
were Irish Lad, R egret and W hiskery. 
In 1924 W hitney’s horses won a total 
of $500,000, more th an any o ther stable 
th at year.

Rio De Janeiro, Oct. 27.

ances broke out in the capital today 
w hen a m ilitary group attem pted a 
counter-revolution against the provi­ 
sional governm ent which 
overthrew 
the W ashington Luis regime last week. 
The m ovem ent was led by the first 
cavalry regim ent, the sixth infantry 
and m ilitary police, it was reported. 
The m ilitary ju n ta which controls 
the tem porary government took rigor­ 
ous steps to quell the revolt. 
Col. 
Figheira De Mello was taken prisoner. 
A sim ilar m ovement 
was 
reported 
to have been started in Sao Paulo. 
G reat confusion 
prevailed 
in 
the 
capital. 
B anks and stores closed and 
shuttered th eir windows. 
Thousands 
forsook their norm al activities and 
hastened to their homes for safety. 
T he counter-revolution was started 
shortly before l l A. M. by m ilitary 
police in th e Plaza Republica. 
An 
hour later it was announced th a t the 
m ilitary ju n ta had 
successfully 
put 
down the revolt, for the present at 
least. 
W hen the movem ent was started in 
the Plaza R epublica hare, the m ilitary 
police, cavalry and infantry men in­ 
volved arrested all their officers who 
refused to Join, including Col. B an ­ 
d e r a De Mello who was Imprisoned 
In the firemen’s headquarters. 
T he m aster of the G erm an steam ­ 
ship Baden, Capt. Rolin, was sched­ 
uled to board his ship and leave for 
B uenos Aires late today. 
The G erm an 
m inister said Rolin never had been a 
prisoner but was detained for ques­ 
tioning for two hours S aturday after 
his ship had been fired upon. 


Rio De Janeiro, Oct. 27. 
Dr. Getu- 
lio Vargas, denied the presidency of 
Brazil by election, was expected to a s­ 
sum e that office today with the sup­ 
port of the revolutionists who ousted 
Dr. W ashington Luis. 
T he provisional governm ent of Gen. 
Augusto 
Tasso 
Fragoso 
and 
other 
m ilitary leaders who took com m and 
of the capital, turned to Dr. V argas 
as the logical m an to restore order in 
Brazil after a m onth of civil war, and 
Invited him to accept the presidency. 
V argas had the support of General 
Ju a re z Tavora, youthful leader of the 
revolt in n o rthern Brazil, who had re­ 
fused to recognize the provisional gov­ 
ernm ent. He declared th a t it had been 
formed at the l i t h hour by elements 
foreign to the revolution, and said th a t 
o th er revolutionary chiefs would not 
accept its authority. 
Hostilities were ended 
throughout 
the country, with the possible excep­ 
tion of Sao Paulo, the home of W ash­ 
ington Luis and President-elect Julio 
Prestes, where it was reported w ith­ 
out confirm ation that plans for a coun­ 
ter-revolution 
had 
been 
discovered. 
The report that Dr. P restes had dis­ 
appeared was considered in some q u a r­ 
ters as m eaning th a t he had retired 
until his supporters could organize 
a 
movement against the successful revo­ 
lutionists. 
V argas was understood to be enroute 
to the federal capital.

troops were preparing for an advance

Washington, Oct. 27. 
- While the 
work of President Hoover’s emergen­ 
cy committee on employment gathered 
momentum today, the 
country 
was 
presented with a panorama of world­ 
wide depression, relieved by several 
factors of optimism, in a comprehen­ 
sive report of the National Business 
Survey Conference. 
The report was 
made by Julius 
Barnes, chairman of the conference. 
Col. Arthur Woods, chairman of the 
emergency 
employment 
committee, 
spent a busy week-end in New York. 
He expected to return here tomorrow 
night after further conferences with 
business leaders and more 
speeches 
similar to the radio address last night 
in which he urged all Americans to 
work together toward a solution of 
the unemployment situation. 
Senator Glenn, republican, Illinois, 
a member of the appropriations com­ 
mittee, has returned to 
Washington 
to begin work on matters affecting un­ 
employment to be put before the ap­ 
proaching session of congress. He con­ 
ferred with President Hoover and de­ 
partment heads and said efforts un­ 
doubtedly would be made to enlarge 
the $115,000,000 fund for public build­ 
ing. 
“The ways in which the people of 
the country as householders and home 
owners can help are to spruce up our 
homes, make the repairs 
that 
are 
needed, do that little job of painting 
we thought about so long, Ax up the 
odd corners of the yard, replace worn­ 
out or broken parts 
that 
halt 
the 
smooth running of 
the 
household," 
Woods said in the radio speech. 
The factors in the situation obvi­ 
ously considered optimistic by Barnes 
were the large capital sums provided 
for productive purposes in 1930 and 
improvement in prices of raw m ater­ 
ials. 
Otherwise the report 
presented 
a 
generally gloomy reflection of condi­ 
tions here and abroad, conspicuously 
favored in the midst of deflation where 
those whose income is derived from 
radio advertising. 
Magazines fared 
next best and newspapers were third 
and last in the field. 
Meanwhile, Fred C. Croxton, federal 
unemployment advisor for the 
mid­ 
western states, announced 
here 
he 
would leave tomorrow night for Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, to begin his work. The 
announcement followed a conference 
with commerce department officials. 
Croxton was appointed last week by 
Col. Arthur Woods, chairman of the 
president’s emergency committee on 
employment, as regional advisor to 
co-operate with state and city officials 
in the midwest. 
He will be accom­ 
panied to Columbus by Dr. John M. 
Cries, commerce department construc­ 
tion expert. 
Burns reported to Mr. Hoover that 
community chests operating in 220 
cities are trying to raise $55,000,000 to 
meet conditions expected this winter. 
This amount is seven per cent more 
than was collected last year, but e v ­ 
ictions thus far are much better than 
ever before, Burns said. 
This money, used in connection with 
other relief work, will be sufficient to 
prevent any fatal consequences of suf­ 
fering. Burns added. He said he be­ 
lieved Detroit was the hardest hit of 
all American cities, with Cleveland 
and Toledo probably next. 
The Paci­ 
fic coast and south thus far have far­ 
ed much better than the industrial 
east and middle west, he said.

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Explaining the American System 


LESLIE M. Shaw, Secretary of the Treasury under Presidents 
McKinley and Roosevelt, has written a letter to Chairman Fess, 
of the Republican National Committee, dealing with the “Amer­ 
ican System” which frequently has been referred to by President 
Hoover in his public addresses. Mr. Shaw says: 
“Twice during the campaign of 1928, M.r Hoover referred to 
‘American System/ and in his speech at Kings’ Mountain he 
elucidated the thought. I wonder to what extent the voters of the 
country comprehend or appreciate what he means by the term 
'American System.’ 
“It will bear repeating that only in America does industry 
Know,-and nowhere else is agriculture capable of learning, that 
the American payroll is the American market. It is estimated that 
90S of the purchasing power of our people comes directly or in­ 
directly from the rewards of Industry, paid at stated intervals 
like wages, salaries and commissions. So when In 1929 utter chaos 
seemed imminent and Mr. Hoover warned the captains of produc­ 
tion and transportation that the wage scale must not Im* cut, nor 
the standards of living lowered. He found ready response, and 
well-nigh universal cooperation. 
“In some places men are now working but three days a week, 
yet the wage scale remains the same. Few have been discharged, 
and all others know their jobs. ut the old scale of wages, are se­ 
cure when prosperity returns. Hence we have had no labor riots, 
few strikes and no lockouts. This is hut a part of ‘the American 
System’ to which the President delights to refer. 
“In Germany the government has ordered a reduction in the 
wage scale, and that seems to be the policy everywhere except in 
America. Whether present tariff rates will prove sufficient to pro­ 
tect against this foreign system of lowering wage scales and in­ 
creasing hours of labor no man can safely predict. If it does we 
are safe. If it does not, God only knows. 
“Democrats say Mr. Hoover has no remedy for unemploy­ 
ment. That is a libel. Preeminent among his remedies is the pre­ 
servation of the wage scale, and our high standards of living. 
Shorten hours, and even days if necessary, but preserve the wage 
scale and discharge as few as possible. Let everyone feel that his 
future is ever in the mind of his Government, and his employer. 
This coupled with the promise in every Republican platform, from 
the birth of the party, every domestic producer, from farm to 
factory, shall have some slight advantage in the market he makes, 
supports, defends with his life and is equipped in part to supply 
Always in the past, industry? agriculture, transportation anc 
commerce have made prompt response to correct governmental 
policies and they will again. 
“Democrats also have a remedy for unemployment, and their 
leaders make hold to assert it in nearly every speech. It consists 
in a prompt reduction in tariff rates to the end that we may im­ 
port more of the things our people now produce, this they say 
will solve the unemployment problem. I challenge any voter to 
name any other remedy that has been so much as squinted at by 
Democratic orators. Their platform pledge is such tariff duties as 
will ‘promote effective foreign compot ion.’ Effective competition 
is what the corner grocer experiences when a chain store opens 
across the street.

L e s l i e M. S h a w , Secretary of the Treasury under Presidents 
McKinley and Roosevelt, has written a letter to Chairman Fess, 
of the Republican National Committee, dealing with the “Amer­ 
ican System ” which frequently has been referred to by President 
Hoover in his public addresses. Mr. Shaw says: 
‘‘Twice during the campaign of 1928, M.r Hoover referred to 
the ‘American System ,’ and in his speech at K ings’ Mountain he 
elucidated the thought. I wonder to what extent the voters of the 
country comprehend or appreciate what he means by the term 
‘American System .’ 
“It will bear repeating that only in America does industry 
know,- and nowhere else is agriculture capable of learning, that 
the American payroll is the American market. It is estimated that 
90% of the purchasing power of our people comes directly or in­ 
directly from the rewards of industry, paid at stated intervals 
like wages, salaries and commissions. So when in 1929 utter chaos 
seemed imminent and Mr. Hoover warned the captains of produc­ 
tion and transportation that the wage scale must not be cut, nor 
the standards of living lowered. He found ready response, and 
well-nigh universal cooperation. 
“In some places men are now working but three days a week, 
yet the wage scale remains the same. Few have been discharged, 
and all others know their jobs, at the old scale of wages, are se­ 
cure when prosperity returns. Hence we have had no labor riots, 
few strikes and no lockouts. This is but a part of ‘the American 
System ’ to which the President delights to refer. 
‘‘In Germany the government has ordered a reduction in the 
wage scale, and that seems to be the policy everywhere except in 
America. Whether present tariff rates will prove sufficient to pro­ 
tect against this foreign system of lowering wage scales and in­ 
creasing hours of labor no man can safely predict. If it does we 
are safe. If it does not, God only knows. 
‘‘Democrats say Mr. Hoover has no remedy for unemploy­ 
ment. That is a libel. Preeminent among his remedies is the pre­ 
servation of the wage scale, and our high standards of living. 
Shorten hours, and even days if necessary, but preserve the wage 
scale and discharge as few as possible. Let everyone feel that his 
future is ever in the mind of his Government, and his employer. 
This coupled with the promise in every Republican platform, from 
the birth of the party, every domestic producer, from farm to 
factory, shall have some slight advantage in the market he makes, 
supports, defends with his life and is equipped in part to supply. 
Always in the past, industry, agriculture, transportation and 
commerce have made prompt response to correct governmental 
policies and they will again. 
‘‘Democrats also have a remedy for unemployment, and their 
leaders make hold to assert it in nearly every speech. It consists 
in a prompt reduction in tariff rates to the (“lid that we may im­ 
port more of the things our people now produce, this they say 
will solve the unemployment problem. I challenge any voter to 
name any other remedy that has been so much as squinted at by 
Democratic orators. Their platform pledge is such tariff duties as 
will ‘promote effective foreign competion.’ Effective competition 
is what the corner grocer experiences when a chain store opens 
across the street. 
‘‘It would he well for every voter to take into account the 
future of his children. When I was born $850 invested in plant 
and equipment furnished employment for one person. Today it 
requires an investment of nearly $10,000 per employee. Unless 
a parent can endow his child that child must find a place upon 
the payroll, join an over crowded profession or drift into the 
ranks of crime. The preservation of the American payroll is the 
outstanding issue of this campaign, and I invite the sober-minded 
in this time of stress to cast party overboard, and walk the moun­ 
tain ranges with Hoover.

Right Amount of Feed. 


The claim that any proprietary feed 
Is a scientifically bn hi need ration Is 
absurd. 
A balanced ration la one 
which supplies (he animal with ex­ 
actly the right amount of food and 
In which the different classes of nu­ 
trients are supplied In the proportions 
In which they are needed by the ani­ 
mal. 
Itafore n grain mixture can In­ 
telligently be preterit**1*! which will 
supply even an approximation of a 
balanced ration to a dairy cow. the 
amount and character of the available 
roughage (hay, pasture, stover, silage, 
etc.) must be known; als** (he approx­ 
imate production of the animal. 
A 
grain mixture balanced for feeding 
with chiver or alfalfa buy and silage 
would no longer he balanced It the 
legum* hay were replaced by timothy. 
or lf the silage were discontinued. 
When lf Is realized that a 1,000-pound 
cow producing 20 poind* of average 
milk requires three times as much 
protein arid twice as much total food 
material as she would need when dry 
or that when pr«>dii<*lng 40 pounds, her 
requirement would be Ave times as 
much protein and three times as much 
total finn]; or that when producing 
OO pounds of average milk. tier re­ 
quirement woald be seven times as 
much protein r i m ! four times as much 
total f*w»d as she wonld need when 
dry, the Importance of production as 
a factor In balancing rations can he 
readily 
anders!*****!. 
The 
preceding 
brief statement will als** serve to show 
ttinf the heavy producing cow must 
have a much higher proportion of pro­ 
tein In her food than the lighter pr*e 
ducer. 
A ration which Is balance*! for 
the light producer woald he entirely 
Inadequate and out of balance for the 
heavy producer, while one that was 
balanced for the latter woald he not 
of balance and wasteful, especially of 
protein lf fed even In reduced amount 
to a light producer or a dry cow.

Overfeeding Dairy Cows 
May Bring on Sterility 
There is a tendency on some dairy 
farm s to feed too much high protein 
grain to dairy cows, with the result 
that they have to he sent to the butch­ 
er within two or three years been oat 
of miller trouble or failure to breed. 
lf such practices meant Increased 
profits, dairymen won Id he justified In 
following them ; hut xu**h Is not the 
case. There la too much money s|*ent 
for grain, too little attention paid to 
the raising of the rigid kind of hay, 
and too heavy depreciation on the 
cows. 
The average lifetime of the cows in 
a herd should he Ave years, or Uve 
milking periods. When cows are fed 
properly they will calf every year, lf 
there Is rn* abortion in the herd, and 
prod nee well year after yeur. In other 
w ords we will get Hie most milk from 
a herd of cows over a period of Ave 
years when the amount of grain fed 
Is not too heavy, and when the grain 
ration tits Hie roughage fed. lf we 
want a cow to stay In our herd any 
length of time, we must he careful pot 
to overfeed her. 


Strippings Are Richer 
Than Entire Milking 
It Is known that the stripping* from 
a cow are richer than the entire milk 
lug. The difference Is found to bt. In 
the fat only. the remainder of the milk 
remains the same. Seven cows teste*! 
by the writer averaged 1.8 fat in the 
first milk and 0.2 per cent in Hie last 
draw. 
The variation from the first to the 
last is more with Hie heavily milking 
cow than one producing but a small 
amount. The practical value of these 
facts is to make clear the Importance 
of getting tim strippings In order to 
have the highest testing milk. 
The 
last pint Is equal to the first two 
quarts In fat content.—O. ll. Eckley 


Pasture Required tor 
Dairy Cow During Year 
Undei the method of pasture man 
agement still In genera) use, It re­ 
quires two to two and one-half acres 
of pasturi for each dairy cow or fat­ 
tening steer, and even tlien In the 
case of dairy cows the pasture must 
he heavily supplemented by mill feeds 
und concent rate!. During the past few 
years many experiments were con­ 
ducted With a view to Anding a rem­ 
edy for this condition, and now a sys­ 
tem has been evolved which offers 
great advantages to the dairyman as 
well as to the farm er who specializes 
In beef cattle and sheep.

Animal Must Be Supplied 
Right Amount of Feed. 


The claim that any proprietary feed 
Is a scientifically balanced ration Is 
absurd. 
A 
balanced ration Is one 
which supplies the animal with ex­ 
actly the right amount of food and 
In which the different classes of nu­ 
trients are supplied In the proportions 
in which they are needed by the ani­ 
mal. 
Before a grain mixture can in­ 
telligently be prescribed which will 
supply even an approximation of a 
balanced ratfon to a dairy cow. the 
amount and character of the available 
roughage (hay, pasture, stover, silage, 
etc.) must be known; also the approx­ 
imate production of the animal. 
A 
grain 
m ixture balanced 
for 
feeding 
with clover or alfalfa hay and silage 
would no longer he balanced lf the 
legume hay were replaced by timothy, 
or lf the silage were discontinued. 
When it Is realized that a 1,<X)0-pntinri 
cow producing 20 pounds of average 
milk requires three times as much 
protein and twice as much total food 
material as she would need when dry 
or that when producing 40 pounds, her 
requirement would he five times as 
much protein and three times as much 
total food; or that when producing 
(X) pounds of average milk, her re­ 
quirement would be seven times as 
much protein and four times as much 
total food as she would need when 
dry, the importance of production as 
a factor In balancing rations can he 
readily 
understood. 
The 
preceding 
brief statem ent will also serve to show 
that the heavy producing cow must 
have a much higher proportion of pro 
teln in her food than the lighter pro­ 
ducer. 
A ration which Is balanced for 
the light producer would be entirely 
Inadequate and out of balance for the 
heavy producer, while one that wats 
balanced for the latter would he out 
of balance and wasteful, especially of 
protein if fed even In reduced amount 
to a light producer or a dry cow.

Overfeeding Dairy Cows 
May Bring on Sterility 
There is a tendency on some dairy 
farm s to feed too much high protein 
grain to dairy cows. with the result 
that they have to be sent to the butch­ 
er within two or three years because 
of udder trouble or failure to breed. 
lf such practices meant Increased 
profits, dairymen would he Justified In 
following them ; bur such Is not the 
case. There Is too much money spent 
for grain, too little attention paid to 
the raising of (lie right kind of hay, 
and too heavy depreciation on 
the 
cows. 
The average lifetime of the cows in 
a herd should be five years, or live 
milking periods. When cows are fed 
properly they " ’IU calf every year, lf 
there Is no abortion In the herd, and 
produce well year after year. In other 
words, we will get Hie most milk from 
a herd of cows over a period of five 
years when the amount of grain fed 
is not too heavy, and when the grain 
ration tits Hie roughage fed. If we 
want a cow to stay in our herd any 
length of time, we must be careful not 
to overfeed ber. 


Strippings Are Richer 
Than Entire Milking 
It Is known that the strippings from 
a cow are richer than the entire milk­ 
ing. The difference is found to he in 
the fat only, the rem ainder of the milk 
remains the same. Seven cows tested 
by the writer averaged 1.8 fat In the 
first milk and «.2 per cent in the last 
draw. 
'File variation from the first to the 
last is more with the heavily milking 
cow than one producing but a small 
amount. The practical value of these 
facts is to make clear the importance 
of getting the strippings in order to 
have the highest testing milk. 
The 
last pint is equal to the first two 
quarts In fat content.—( \ ll. Eekles. 


Pasture Required for 
Dairy Cow During Year 
U ndo the method of pasture m an­ 
agement still in general use, It re­ 
quires two to two and one-half acres 
of pasture for each dairy cow or fat­ 
tening steer, and even then in the 
ease of dairy cows Hie pasture must 
be heavily supplemented by mill feeds 
and Jon cen frat os. During the past few 
years many 
experiments were con­ 
ducted with a view to finding a rem ­ 
edy for this condition, and now a sys­ 
tem has been evolved which offers 
great advantages to the dairym an as 
well as to the farm er who specializes 
In beef cattle aud sheep.
